legal 
action Against the county commission 
erg for putting th** roadway at Dry 
Run in its present impassable condi­ 
tion. 
An attorney will be employed

A committee started among the peo­ 
ple early in the morning and by 9:30 
a. rn. had raised HIO to go into the 
fund. 
This prompt response of the 
taxpayers to have the Dry Run fill 
muddle attended to gave much grati­ 
fication to the Individual* who have 
gone earnestly Into the subject. 
The Dry Run bridge, which is 
a 
good piece of construction, was com­ 
pleted by the county commissioners 
in July. It is 12 feet high and 25 feet 
long. 
It wag the impression of 
the 
commissioners that the

would 
make the fill required at the bridge 
approach and a verbal agreement is 
said to hav» been entered into to that 
effect. 
Rut the city haH delayed the practi­ 
cal carry!® out of its obligation*.if in­ 
deed it ever really intend* to assume 
them 
A deal was recently entered 
into by the city, wherein the East Liv­ 
erpool Street Railway company would 
make one-third of the fill, the city 
to do the rest. 
A bid of 21 cent* per cubic yard 
was sumbitted by one contractor and 
the street railway people commenced 
their part of the work. 
The city did 
not commence it* portion 
and 
the 
atret-t railway company then refused 
to do it* portion of the work. 
Rids were again asked for. but th e ! 


lowest submitted was 39 1-2 cents per 
cubic yard. The fill to be made is 21 
feet long. 
At present it is impossible for teams 
to haul over about 500 pounds of ma­ 
terial oi any kind up and down the 
almost impassable incline. The high 
way is a prominent one. 
A trestle has been built and 
the 
street railway tracks have been laid 
across the bridge, so that the com­ 
pany is no longer deeply concerned 
over the making of the fill.

Th** condition of tile coal supply iii 
East Liverpool has assumed propor­ 
tions bordering on famine, and if it 
continues for any length of time there 
will b** actual suffering in the com­ 
munity. 
A shortage invariably exists here at 
this season of the year, and the deal­ 
ers have learned by experience that 
they must prepare for It. 
Usually the 
dearth is prevented by ordering far 
enough ahead to insure a goodly supply 
when It is needed, but this fall other 
obstacles not ordinarily encountered 
have presented themselves, and the 
manufactureg Interests have already 
f* * 11 th** need of a better service In this 
line. 
The shortage at this time can be at­ 
tributed to two causes. 
First, the con­ 
dition of the river, ami on the other 
hand the inability of th*! railroad com­ 
pany to furnish sufficient cars to trims 
iwrt the fuel.

A shortage invariably exists here at 
this season of the year, and the deal­ 
ers have learned by experience that 
they must prepare for it. 
Usually the 
dearth is prevented by ordering fur 
enough ahead to insure a goodly supply 
when it is needed, but this fall other 
obstacles not ordinarily encountered 
have presented themselves, and the 
m anufacturing Interests have already 
felt the need of a better service in this 
line. 
The shortage at this time can be at­ 
tributed to rive (‘Ruses. 
First, the con­ 
dition of the river, and on the other 
hand the inability of the railroad com­ 
pany to furnish sufficient cars to trans­ 
port the fuel. 
A local coal dealer was in Pittsburg 
last week and reports that inquiry 
made at the office of the company with 
which ho deals elicited the Information 
that the concern was unable to turn 
out a sufficient amount to supply the 
demand, and even if they did it was 
impossible to secure cars for Its trans­ 
portation to the various points where 
the demand was greatest.

elsewhere; that it is simply a stork 
•owning company, purchasing stock in 
active companies the same as any in­ 
dividual would, and, therefore, is sub­ 
ject to no other regulations than those 
applied to the individual. 


Suits M ay Be Brought. 
The two companies for which the 
Ohio tax is paid were organized un­ 
der 
the 
laws of New Jersey, the 
American Tin Plate company Dec. 14. 
J898, and the American Sheet Steel 
company March 28, 1900. 
They have 
been doing business in Ohio since 
those dates respectively, in violation 
of the foreign corporation laws, which 
impose a penalty of $1,000 for each 
and every month the law is so violat­ 
ed. 
The tin plate trust therefore is 
liable to a fine aggregating $34,000 
and the sh€*et steel trust $18,000.

The insurance rates for property in 
t'hester have risen materially in the 
past few days and are yet in an un­ 
settled stage. 
Seventy and seventy- 
five cents per HOO for a three-year 
policy have been the premiums charg­ 
ed on risks on buildings in Chester, 
but very few companies are maintain­ 


ing those rates now. 
Nearly all of the companies have 
advanced the rate to $1.20 on three- 
year policies. 
A basis of agreement 
has not yet been reached, but for a 
time at least the high premiums will 
prevail. 
"This action on the part of 
the 
insurance companies," said a Cheater 
citizen, "was taken because of 
the 
fact that the town offers no protec­ 
tion against fire. and in addition, for 
the reason that the validity 
of 
the 
city granting a franchise to the South­ 
side Water company is being question­ 
ed by persons who are fighting 
the 
franchise in court. 
“It is hoped that in some way Ute 
town will be able soon to 
have a 
water works system and fire 
plugs. 
Manufacturing 
concerns 
will 
need 
water, and lf there is no extensive 
supply to he received from mains it 
will be a serious blow to the indus­ 
trial growth of the municipality. 
“Chester is not large enough to be 
permitted by the statutes of the state 
of West Virginia to issue bonds and 
put in a public water works system 
such as would meet all requirements. 
“At.present the only proposition it 
chn 
entertain is to permit a water 
supply owned by a business concern or 
corporation. 
Few. if any. individuals 
would care* to make a large outlay 
of money for a water supply, pump­ 
ing station and mains under a shorter 
period than Is granted by a 25-year 
«ontract. 
“Aside from tho expense to all the 
taxpayers of Chester caused by the 
injunction 
proceedings 
before 
the 
court at Wheeling is the fir, 2-3 per 
cent advance in insurance rates which 
will be felt by all owners of buildings 
who take 
the precaution to insure 
.against loss by fire under the- present 
state of affairs. 
“The lack of fire* protection 
and 
water mains may serve as a hindrance 
to the locating of other 
industries 
that have contemplated Chester as a 
field for operation.

The insurance rates for property in 
Chester have risen materially in the 
past few days and a r e yet in an un­ 
settled stage. 
Seventy and seventy- 
five cen ta per $100 for a three-year 
policy have been the premiums charg­ 
ed on risks on buildings in Chester, 
but very few companies are maintain­ 


ing those rates now. 
Nearly all of the com pania have 
advanced the rate to $1.20 on three- 
year policies. 
A basis of agreement 
has not yet been reached, but for a 
time at least the high premiums will 
prevail. 
“This action on the part of 
the 
insurance companies,” said a Chester 
citizen, “was taken because of 
the 
fact that the town offers no protec­ 
tion against Are. and in addition, for 
the reason that the validity 
of 
tho 
city granting a franchise to the South­ 
side W ater company is being question­ 
ed by persons who are fighting 
the 
franchise in court. 
“It is hoped that in some way the 
town will be able soon to 
have a 
water works system and fire 
plugs. 
Manufacturing 
concerns 
will 
need 
water, and if there is no extensive 
supply to be received from mains it 
will be a serious blow to the indus­ 
trial growth of the municipality. 
“Chester is not large enough to be 
permitted by tho statutes of tin* state1 
of West Virginia to issue bonds and 
put in a public water works system 
such as would meet all requirements. 
"At. present the only proposition it 
chn 
entertain is to permit a water 
supply owned by a business concern or 
corporation. 
Few’, if any, individuals 
would care to make a large outlay 
of money for a water supply, pump­ 
ing station and mains under a shorter 
period than is granted by a 25-year 
contract. 
“Aside from the expense to all tho 
taxpayers of Chester caused by the 
injunction 
proceedings 
before 
the 
court at Wheeling is tile 60 2-3 per 
cent advance in insurance rates which 
will be felt by all owners of buildings 
who take 
the precaution to insure 
against loss by fire under the present 
state of affairs. 
“The lack of fire protection 
and 
water mains may serve as a hindrance 
to the locating of other 
industries 
that have contemplated Chester as a 
field for operation. It is felt by sensi­ 
bly disposed citizens of Chester that 
the litigation may speedily terminate 
W that a water works system will 
some manner be inaugurated in the 
town that will be satisfactory to all 
of the business interests of the town.”

The condition of the coal supply in 
East Liverpool has assumed propor­ 
tions bordering on famine, and if it 
continues for any length of tim e there 
will be actual suffering in the com­ 
munity. 
A shortage invariably exists here at 
this season of the year, and the deal­ 
ers have learned by experience that 
they m ust prepare for It. 
Usually the 
dearth is prevented by ordering far 
enough ahead to insure a goodly supply 
when it is needed, but this fall other 
obstacles not ordinarily encountered 
have presented them selves, and the 
m anufacturing interests have already 
felt the need of a better service In this 
line. 
The shortage at this time can be at­ 
tributed to two causes. 
First, the con­ 
dition of the river, and on the other 
band the inability of the railroad com­ 
pany to furnish sufficient cars to trans­ 
port the fuel. 
A local coal dealer was in Pittsburg 
last week and reports that Inquiry 
made at the office of the company with 
which he deals elicited the information 
that the concern was unable to turn 
out a sufficient am ount to supply the 
demand, and even lf they did it was 
impossible to secure cars for its trans 
lactation to tho various points where 
the demand was greatest. 
It is hoped that m atters can be so 
arranged that a famine will not oc 
cur. as it would be a source of great 
annoyance to m anufacturing interests 
as well as actual sufferrlng on the part 
of private citizens in case a cold wave 
strikes the vicinity .

Kilbourne’s own sworn statem ent to 
the auditor of Franklin county, less 
than ll per cent of the “salable value,” 
while the Democrats, by Tom Johnson, 
are complaining on the ground that 
the railroads of Ohio are taxed at only 
22.18 per cent of the m arket value of 
their securities. 
T hat is to say, the 
Kilbourne company is paying only half 
as much as the railroads, while the 
railroads of Ohio, besides this, pay 
1500,000 of an excise tax, not counted 
in the percentage. 
It is. further claimed by the Demo­ 
crats that the railroads ought to pay 
upon the basis of at least 6u per cent 
of the “salable value,’' because “farms 
and city retd estate” are supposed to 
be paying 
taxes upon that relative 
valuation. 
If that is the case, why 
should the Kilbourne company escape? 
Upon th at basis the tax valuation of 
1900 of Candidate Kilbourne’s compa­ 
ny would have been $795,000, or more 
than five times his return. 
In 1901, the Kilbourne company’s 
return was $162,582 in all; nut $87,135 
of this was for m aterial used in man­ 
ufacture, leaving the other personal 
property only $75,449, with $75,500 real 
estate, or $150,949 in all, reducing the 
return to the same relative basis with 
that which it is claimed the railroads 
ought to receive. Against these figures 
of about $15,000 gain in the year is an 
increase in the preferred stock of the 
Kilbourne company of $125,000 during 
the same year. 
W ith US asked for the preferred 
stock and 180 asked for the common 
stock, this would make the Kilbourne 
company stand on the tax duplicate, 
upon the basis of the “salable value,” 
according to tne Democratic platform, 
at $842,750— nearly six times as much 
as the company returned for taxation. 
The logic is unanswerable, and cer­ 
tainly what was good for other corpo­ 
rations in Ohio, by the Democratic 
platform, applies equally to the cor­ 
poration conducted by ‘heir candidate 
for governor. 
This ie not an accusation that the 
Kilbourne company is any different in 
respect to its tax returns from other i 
manufacturing corporations, but aim- j 
ply shows the absurdity of the noise ! 
made by the Democrats, and used by j 
them as campaign thunder. 
In con­ 
nection with this, both returns have 
one very curious feature. In 1901, un­ 
der the item of “all moneys in posses­ 
sion, on deposit with banks or others, 
subject to draft on demand,” this con­ 
cern, capitalized at $1,125,000 and mak­ 
ing IO or 15 per cent on that, had in * 
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Dana ny its report only $101. 
In 1900, 
according to the statem ent sworn to 
by Mr. Kilbourne himself, this item 
of cash in hand or on deposit was only 
$6. 
In both years ciphers were care­ 
fully w ritten in against the items of 
credits and bills receivable and book 
accounts; that is to say, this Immense 
corporation, on the first Monday in 
Af)ril. 1900, and again in 1901, had 
really no cash worth speaking of, and 
nobody owed it a dollar in any way, 
shape, m anner or form. 
How in the 
world did it meet its pay-rolls that 
week, and how could it conduct such 
an immense business without money? 
This is a fair question that is put to 
the Democratic candidate for governor 
to answer upon the basis of the tax 
Issue, as raised by his own party In 
the platform upon which he stands.

applied to the individual. 
Suits May Be Brought. 
The two companies for which the 
Ohio tax is paid were organized un­ 
der 
the 
laws of New Jersey, the 
American Tin Plate company Dec. 14, 
1898, and the American Sheet Steel 
company March 28, 1900. 
They have 
been doing business in Ohio since 
those dates respectively, in violation 
of the foreign corporation laws, which 
impose a penalty of $1,000 for each 
and every month the law is so violat­ 
ed. 
The tin plate trust therefore is 
liable to a fine aggregating $34,000 
and the sheet steel trust $ IS,OOO. 
At­ 
torney General Sheets, it is said, will 
bring suit to collect these penalties.

The insurance rates for property in 
C hester have risen m aterially in the 
past few days and are yet in an un­ 
settled stage. 
Seventy and seventy- 
five cents per $100 for a three-year 
policy have been the premiums charg­ 


ed on risks on buildings in Chester, 
but very few companies are m aintain­ 


ing those rates now. 
Nearly all of the companies have 
advanced the rate to $1.20 on three- 
year policies. 
A basis of agreem ent 
has not yet been reached, but for a 
time at least the high premiums will 
prevail. 
“This action on the part of 
the 
insurance companies,” said a Chester 
citizen, “was taken because of 
the 
fact th at the town offers no protec­ 
tion against fire. and in addition, for 
the reason that the validity 
of 
tile 
city granting a franchise to the South­ 
side W ater company is being question­ 
ed by persons who are fighting

franchise in court. 
“It is hoped th at in some way the 
town will be able soon to

“C hester is not large enough to be 
perm itted by tho statutes of the state 
of W est Virginia to issue bonds and 
put in a public w ater works system 
such as would m eet all requirem ents. 
"At. present the only proposition it

entertain is to perm it a w ater 
supply owned by a business concern or 
corporation. 
Few. if any. individuals 
would care to make a large outlay 
of money for a w ater supply, pump­ 
ing station and m ains under a shorter 
period than is granted by a 25-year 
contract. 
“Aside from the expense to all the 
taxpayers of C hester caused by the 
injunction

cent advance in insurance rates which 
will be felt by all owners of buildings 
who take the precaution to insure 
against loss by fire under the present 
state of affairs.
